Rome, June 30. The 25th of this Month Cardinal 
Janfon acquainted the Pope, that upon Information 
the Imperialifts had atted our for. War fome Veffels 
a Segai to make a Defcent at Mefola in the Province 
of Ferrara, and poffefs chemfelves of ic as they had 
done once before, the Kiug of France’s Troops had 
prevented rhem ; but were ready to evacuate it when- 
ever the Pope fhould think fit ; and that in the mean 
Time they thought themfelves able to hinder the 
Imperialifts from making themfelves Matters of ir, 
and entring as they had often done into the Territo- 
ries of the Church. The fame day the Marquis de 
Bedmar, the new Viceroy of Sicily, arriv’d here, with 
his Lady and Children and a Retinue of 60 Perfons. 
He was met a confiderable way out of the City, by 
the Ambaffador and Ambafladrefs of Spain ; and by 
the Coaches of the Cardinal de Janfon. He alight- 
ed at the Spanifh Ambaffador’s Palace, where he was 
lodg’d and entertain’d magnificently. The 27th he 
went to the Villa Borghefe, and the Prince Borghefe 
entertain’d him with all Sorts of Refrefhments in great 
Abundance. The 28th the Cardinal de Johnfon 
treated him very fumptuoufly, together with the 
Vice-Qneen and the Ambaffador and Ambaffadrefs 
of Spain; and to day the faid Viceroy went from 
_ hence to Naples, thence, to pafs over to Palermo. 
The Pope has cans’d Signior Cavaleti, the Imperial 


Ambaffador’s Gentleman, to be fer ac Liberty. The 
Marriage of Don Girolamo Pamphbilio with the 
Daughter of the Duke of Poli, which was concracted 
in a manner that might have beer contefted, has been
